Pacific road s, Eustis said he was in fav or 
of d ealin g sim ilarly w ith ull parallel cases. 
George argued th a t the. lan d s ad m itted ly 
at first belon ged to the whole }>eopio of the 
U n ited states, th a t they 
were gran ted to 
the railroad com pan y on certain eon d i 
tion s; th a t as to a v ery large quan tity of 
the lan d , the con d ition s had n ot l>een com 
plied with w ithin tho tim e proscribed ; th at 
the action of the otimers of the gov ern m en t 
in acceptin g section s of the road after 
the time proscribed by 
the act was n ot in 
accord an ce with law ; th a t their action was 
therefore v oid . 
As to the argum en t in 
fav or of oquitable estoppel, he m ain tain ed 
it to be equiv alen t to sayin g th a t when ev er 
a railroad com pan y could corrupt tho gov 
em in en t olln ers in ord er to in d uce them to 
fail in tho perform an ce of their d uty, then 
th at such corrupt failure was to l» e bin d in g 
on the people of the Un ited States.

Some, d esirous of sav in g their prop­ 
erty, rushed in to the m id st of the llames, 
heed less of their liv es, aud seized w hatev er 
they could lay their han d s on , m the v am 
en d eav or to rescue their possession s. 
In 
m an y cases ra its wore quickly improv ise 1, 
an d , tho fren zied people leapin g on them, 
pushed themselv es far out from the shore. 
The fire reached ( arroll street, an d th a t 
portiou of the city 
was in stan tly sur­ 
roun d ed . 
Here m erchan ts had for some 
time been load in g their good s upon trucks, 
hopin g to bo able to rescue ev en a little 
from the llames. 
The fire spread with such 
rapid ity, howev er, th at tho tomsters were 
compelle<I to leav e the load s an d flee for 
their liv es. 
E v ery streot had by this tim e become an 
av en ue of tiro, tilled with Hyin g people. 
Ylon g the rood s on the outskirts of the city 
the d an ger seemed n o less, for the failin g 
tim ber aud the groun d cov ered with glow­ 
in g cin d ers placed the liv es of all in jeop­ 
ard y. 
Durin g tho con fusion some roughs, 
takin g ad v an tage of the un protected stores 
an d saloon s, rushed in an d commen ced 
d rin kin g.
